Regarding Lafayette, the article reflected he is 
27 years of age and a native of Tampa, Florida. It referred 
to Lafayette as having been an original member of the 
Nashville Student Movement and also one of the "founders" L |

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Chicago indices reflect a number of references to 
persons o is, or similar names, including the involvement of 
a CARR MORRIS, Jr., male Negro, born June 3, 1938, in an 
ITSMV matter in 1961. Chicago is unable to determine if any 
of these references are identifiable, 


Appropriate sources have been alerted and a 157 dead 
case has been made ; ‘ 2 oC oncerning MORRIS 
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As the Buresu is awere there is an SCLC 
Operations Breadbesket in effect in CV. All of the 
efforts of this group to date have been concerned 
with better employment opportunities for Negroes and 
withvoter registration. 


The SCLC has called for no demonstrations in 
CV to date and receives very little notice by the local 
news media. 


Rev. KING wes in CV on Saturday, 12/17/67, to 
deliver se public address at a Human Relations Institute 
but there has been no indication to date that local work 
——— on the massive demonstration scheduled for next 
spring. 


We will continue to give this matter close 
attention and keep the Bureau and interested agencies 
edvised of pertinent developments.

1. A PROGRAM OF LEAL. ‘SHIP COORDINATION FOR NEGR. WINISTERS 
Of THIRTY METROPOLITAN AREAS : | 


| 3ince World War I, the city has been the promised land for millions 
* of Bgroes seeking opportunity and a better life. A constant migration 

ne fled the land and the recalled misery of generations of slavery, 

arecropping and the lawless reign of a neo-fuedal southem oligarchy. 

By 1965, 80% of America's Negro population lived in 25 major cities. 
“But the migration has been so rapid and the migrants so crippled by centuries 
| of exploitation that the urban complex which once offered so much oppor- 

tunity for health, wealth and education has now become the spawning 
ground of every conceivable social ill. 

However, the problems of urbanization are not Negro problems. A 
similar phenomenon may be observed the world over, as peasant hordes, 
whatever their race or color, flock to metropolitan centers. The challenge 
of urbanization is one of the priorities of our time, and the presence of 
Negroes in our central cities may mean either the salvation or the destruc- 
tion of the American way of life. 

The outcome of our cities may well be determined by the quality and 
character of the leadership which is available. At present, there is very 
little under way to provide training for persons who already possess 


tremendous political, social and economic leadership potential. The 


results could be chaotic, indeed, if adequate leadership is not provided. 


The Negro pastor is in a unique position to provide such leadership. 
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Through the years of suffering, the Negro sought refuge in religion, | 
and around his religious fervor created institutions to provide some cul- | 
tural continuity, emotional security and a school for the development of 
indigenous leaders: The Negro church. 

The Negro church is still the major institution of the Negro community, 
North or South. The church is made up largely of the lower middle class 
Negro. This segment of society has provided some stability to the com- 


munity and maintained what semblance of family and community still 


exists in the city. They are deeply involved in the community, PTA, social . 


and fraternal organisations. These Negroes suffered the same abuses and 
deprivations as the rest of the community, but because of their faith in 
something beyond themselves, because of an “ideology” which strengthens 
one for suffering and provides meaning amidst that suffering and because 
of the cultural security and religious traditions which are maintained by 

the church, thie segment of the Negro population has been able to survive 
the exploitation and misery of the ghecto with fewer emotional scars. 


e 
The pastor is the key to the Negro church and hence one key to the 


Negro masses. The church provides a base of operation, a physical 


structure from which to program for the community and a population grouping — 


around which action may be programmed, 


= ~ 80 far, most governmental and agency programs have decided that this 


“church” population was too other-worldly to work with, and only feeble 


efforts have been made in the direction of developing a socially relevant 


ministry for this powerful indigenous institution within the city. 
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Most often the church is judged by intellectuals as a socially irrelevant 


institution. Especially is this true in the Negro community, where the 
tremendous potential of the Negro church is compared to its effectiveness 
as an institution capable of effecting social change or organizing meaning- 
ful power for the membership which represents a powerless group within 


the society at large. 


However, when one examines the meager resources and training of 


the leadership of the churches, their accomplishments in merely building 
and maintaining such enormous institutions deserve a great deal of credit. 
_ Of approximately 400 Protestant clergymen (Negro) in the city of 

Atlanta, there are fewer than 100 college graduates. Of this number, only 
about 25 are graduates of accreditcd theological seminaries, yet on any 
given first Sunday of the month, more than one-half of Atlanta's Negro 
population attends church. These churches also represent the largest 
accumulation of real property and the financial base of much of Atlanta's 
business community, with much of the stock in Atlanta's Negro bank and 
savings and loan association owned by the churches and the ministers. 

In Atlanta, the churches also form the basis of a political power unit 


for Negroes. 


SCLC has been able to work very closely with the church community 


- because the majority of the staff are ministers and Dr. King, as President, 


‘= shares such unanimous respect and trust within this segment of the 


population. 


) 
action within the democratic process as a means of dealing with the 
problems which arise in our nation's cities. 

In order to do this, five ministers would be selected from each city. 
Two of the five should represent large influential congregations, and 
three should represent pastors of exceptional dedication, energy, 
intelligence and community leadership potential. This group of one: 
snsiiliend twenty-five pastors would meet together for five days, twice a 
year. 


During these semi-annual seminars the leadership af SCLC, - 


supplemented by staff from the Urban Training Center in Chicago, 


the Metropolitan Applied Research Center, and consultants from 


our nation's leading universities and theological faculties would 
attempt to provide a common understanding of some of the problems 
of rapid social change and urbanization, and to share methods and 


develop programs which might aid in the mobilization of the church as 


an institution and as a relevant social force confronting those problems. 
One Of the five ministers from each city will as alia a part-time 

staff function with SCLC and continue to work with the others to 

expand their number to include representation of all denominations 

and social strata of the church and community in their efforts, thereby 


creating a trained leadership core within each city. 


. aa ' The staff of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference would 


provide the administrative framework to keep each of these leadership 


groups adequately involved in meaningful programs. However, our . 


experience has been that once the leadership of a community is united * 
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and committed to ideal forthrightly with its problems, cach community 
will develop specific prosrams to meet its most pressing needs. 

This national organizational structure will serve as a clearing house, 
coordinating body and communication media to @ ntinue to build 

and motivate the leaders as they help the people to help themselves.

I. A PROGRAM OF CITIZENSHIP TRAINING FOR NEIGHBORHOOD 
LEADERS OF FIVE MAJOR CITIES 


The rapid migration of Negroes to the central city has created a 


_ situation wherein everyone feels like a newcomer to the community and 


where no established patterns of leadership exist at the neighborhood level. 
Much of the structured community life which the governmental institutions 
provide tends to overlook the poor themselves and especially the most 
recent migrants. In addition to this, the poor tend to be so alienated 

from the established social institutions that they are left stranded and 
alone in the impersonal maze of urban life. 

One of the main problems facing metropolis is the challenge to 
create a genuine human community amid the anonymous forces which pull 
and tug at the life of the individual. This is indeed a difficult task, and 
an extremely massive one. Persons of leadership potential must be 
sought out at the block ar:d necighbcrhood level and given some training 

° 


which will help them to express and develop their talents. 


In our work in the South, we have developed a pattern of leader- 


ship training which has been very instrumental in providing both the 
motivation for involvement and the opportunity to participate in a program 


- which can actually contribute to the transformation of the community at 


. the lowest level of participation. 
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Our trainees have matured to give a wide variety of leadership 
to their communities in addition to the initial participation as a teacher 
of basic citizenship skills in their communities. ‘Their work has included 
the development of the South Carolina Voter Education Project and the 
initiation of small factories and farm cooperatives in Georgia and Alabama. 
In truth, this leadership training program laid the foundation upon which 
most of the programs of creative social change have been built across 
the South. I must add that the leadership contribution was made at the 
neighborhood level. These are the squad and platoon leaders of the 
community who actually knock on the doors and counsel their neighbors 
in day-to-day problems. 

Our experience has been that persons will follow more readily 
the leadership of those closest to Sinn. especially when the pattern of 
community life involves the kind of extreme sitenation which charac- 
terizes the “grass roots" Negro in most of our urban ghettoes. A limited 
amount of experience in Atlanta contrasts the me approaches to literacy 
training. tn 1962, the Atlanta Public School System attempted to provide 


classes for the 50,000 functional illiterates of that city. After three 


months there were no students, in spite of the efforts of accredited 


teachers to recruit from the community. At the same time, a man 


employed as an assistant cook at a local restaurant received training 


in the SCLC Citizenship program and was instrumental in organizing 


a ; 
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four classes with a total average attendance of 39 persons, two nights 
a week, in the community center of the neighborhood housing project. 

We attribute this kind of results to the proximity of social 
distance, and to the motivation which grew out of training for the objec- 
’ tive of first class citizenship as expressed by Dr. King and the Freedom 
Movement. Their identification with the civil rights movement was far 
more immediate than their involvement with the schools or governmental 
agencies. Our program capitalized on this need for racial identity by 
emphasizing Negro history and current events of immediate relevance 
to the participants. 

In the past five years, morc than 2,000 Southern Negroes have re- 
ceived a week of intensive training in the skills of neighborhood leader- 
ship. Of those who have received such training, many have provided 
meaningful leadership and gaincd employment in many of the federally- 


supported programs such as the poverty program, and employment in 


factories and other industrial citics throughout the South. The primary 
function of the trainees has been to teach their neighbors basic citizen- 
ship skills in three-month courses in the same areas (Reading, 


Communication skills, Consumer Education and Community Organization) 


in which they received trai nine. 


5 Bs Although the efforts of CEP have made a tremendous impact on 


problems of illiteracy, consumer education and the vital areas of training 


leaders for various community projects, the one week of training that has been 
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offered by CEP should be extended throughout the South and to hard-core 
Northern urban communities. The increasing high rates of unemployment 
among poor urban Negroes, and the despair accompanying this high 
unemployment rate, the inability of poor people to overcome unfair 
consumer practices, rental fees that far exceed the value of the 
inadequate structures that landlords make available to poor people 
are all indicative of a crying necd to provide a systematic program 
in basic adult cdiesiiian and leadership training in Northern urban 
communities structured upon aspects of the training program that CEP 
of SCLC has been involved in during the past five years. 

Along with the expericnced staff of the education department of 
SCLC in extending adult education and leadership training to poor people, 
members of the faculty at Michigan State University have indicated a 


strong interest in assisting SCLC in structuring a program that will 


provide a broad and active approach to the problem of educational 
deprivation and leadership training. Michigan State University has had 


extensive involvement with community and adult education projects 


and is interested in assisting this program in meeting its objectives, 


QBIECTIVES 


ins » One of the greatest community problems in both Northern and 


te 5 Pm a) : 


* ‘Southern communities is the absence of a meaningful, widespread 


adult education and leadership program geared to meet the critical day- | 


to-day basic skills necessary for economic survival in our highly 


competitive society. All of the following objectives apply to this 
_ basic deficiency. 

(1) The first major objective of the project is to 
focus on basic educational skills such as illiteracy, handwriting and 
consumer education. 

(a) Literacy Training, It is not uncommon throughout many Southern 
communities, both urban and rural, to find high percentages of adults 


beyond 21 years of age who can be readily categorized as functional 


illiterates (reading at a second grade level or below). For example, in 
Wilcox County, Alabama, approximately 70% of the adult population above 
28 years of age can be categorized as functional illiterates. This 

problem is very much related to inferior educational programs that have 
been historically made available for Southern Negroes. Yet, this 

problem is not limited to Southern urban and rural communities. In 


our major cities such as Chicago, Detroit, New York, Philadelphia, 


Cleveland and Los Angeles, it is not uncommcn to find adult men and 


women who are unable to complete such simple tasks as filling out a 


driver's license application. 
(b) Writing. Individuals who are illiterate are typically unable to 


write. However, the ability to read and comprehend is not necessarily 


2,8 guarantee that an individual will be able to communicate via the 


3 written word. Handwriting will be a meaningful aspect of the basic 


adult education program. 
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(c) Consumer Education, Consumor education refers to such necessary ‘ai 


activities as installment buying, savings and loan, shopping effectively 

for family items (namely clothing or groceries), filling out such necessary 
forms as drivers’ license applications and voter registration applications, 

and reading carefully receipts that have been given for bills that have 

been paid. Acitizen, irrespective of geographic location, with 

only a nodding acquaintance with the above aspects of daily 

life, will continue to be confronted with many frustrations in a society 

that depends on forms and procedures. Consumer education, along 

with reading and writing (communication skills) should facilitate the 

trainee's ability to cope with this maze. 

The problem of consumer education is a major one for poor people 
throughout the country. Our staff in the South has been able to observe 
that poor people usually pay much more for commodities than the 
more affluent in our society would pay for the same commodity in question. 
At the same time, David Caplovitz points out in a recent book that 
the "poorest risks are shunted to a special class of merchants who are 
ready to accept great risk” but at the same time will charge the poor a 
tremendous price for this risk, or “credit”. A recent study in New York 
City found that on days in which relief checks became available, food 


prices in Harlem went up significantly. 
With effective adult education, poor people can readily be trained 
3 to determine such inequities and to systematically organize and train 


others to become aware and to prevent such unethical practices that 
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are very ised rclated to being poor and especially to being a poor 
Negro. 

(d) Leadership Training. It has been acknowledged time and time again 
that poor communities throughout the country are lacking in effective 
leadership. In this regard, cffective leadership, when it sometimes 
becomes available, fails to emanate from within the poor community 
itself. It is often transplanted from outside of the poor community. 
However, it has bean the expcricnce of the SCLC that much excellent 
untapped potential leadership lics dormant in poor communities. With 
assistance in (a) the identification of community problems, and (b) 


bringing such problems to the attention of the communtiy , effective 


community leadership will very often arise. 


However, a major handicap confronting those with leadership skills 
is related to problems involved in how to arganize and to assist poor 
people in becoming concernad about a given issue that is vital to the 
community. Potential leadcrs also sometimes experience difficulty in 
saneomaes alternative strategies that are related to solving a problem. 

A structured program in leadership training built’on the philosophy 
of allowing leadership to emerge from within the ranks of poor people 
is another major concern of this program. In selected Northem and 


Southern communities identified carlier in this proposal, a systematic attempt 


. Mee Snigg « 


* will be made to identify those with leadership skills and then provide them 


with techniques in community organization, the identification of problems 


related to poor communities, and tho training of other potential leaders 


in their own particular communities. 
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(e) Family Planning Information. One of the major causes of the 
permanent trap of poverty is the im bility of the poor to plan the size of 
their families. It is still difficult in most public hospitals of cities 
with an important Roman Catholic constituency to get birth control 
information. There is also a tendency to respect the advice and guidance 
of their peers more than that of professionals. 

We would hope to provide local leaders with enough Planned 
Parenthood informaticn to give guidance to those in their neighborhoods 


who so desperately need it. 


PROCEDURE 

The over-all procedure or strategy involved will center 
on an initial workshop expcricnce. The following steps will be structured: 
(a) Selection of five cities in which the Citizenship Education staff 


will train 100 ncighborhood leaders. The suggested cities are Chicago, 


Cleveland, St. Louis, Mo., Houston and Atlarta. 

(b) Oentacs will be made with residents of the poor community. Local 
teachers, Negro ministers and anyone in the community who in any way 
appears to be knowledgeable about community problems will be asked to 
assist in identifying those who are actively concerned (positively or 

oe negatively) about community problems. For example, we feel that young 


a. 


men who were actively involved in leading last summer's riots would 


readily benefit from training for future leadership. 
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(c) After the potential leaders, both male and female, have been iden- 

tified,' they will be brought to a residential training center near the 

urban area, but well outside tho city limits, to receive the basic training 

outlined earlier in the proposal, namcly adult cducation and leadership 

training. It has been our experience that growth is much more rapid 

in an environment removed from the chaos of the daily life of participants. 
Each individual will receive one week of irt ensive training in the 

program, followed by three two-day follow-up training sessions Over a 

one-year period. 

(a) After the one-week workshop, each individual who has received 

the training will be ir.volved in operating a class of their neighbors 

of not less than six or more than twelve for a three-month period, pro- 

viding each class participant with the training that was received in the 

workshop. 

(e) After the formal three-month period of class sessions, the group 

wens be encouraged to gat toghther as a citizenship club on a per- 

manent basis. These clubs will continue the civic education process, 


but also provide a more meaningful social outlet for the community. 


, EVALUATION 


Robert L. Green, Associate Professor of Education at Michigan 


State University, has agreed to handle the evaluative aspects of the 


program. Dr. Green, who served as education director of SCLC and CEP 


from September, 1965 to September, 1966, is thoroughly familiar with =< 


_ the basic education procedures as outlined in this proposal. 
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1. Mr, Albert Raby, has worked extensively with SCLC on various 
community projects. A former public school teacher, he is knowledgeable 
regarding the basic educational deficiencies within poor Negro | 
communities and has had extensive experience in community organization. 
2. Mr, Hayworth Bradley, advanced Ph.D. candidate in Educational 
Psychology at Michigan State University, will work with the Southern 
project this summer, and, upon completion of his Ph.D. degree, will be 
available to both the Southern and Northern projects as an educational 
specialist. In addition, his research skills will be utilized to evaluate 
the educational effects of the program. 

Dr, Robert L, Green, mentioned earlier in the proposal, will work 
with both the Southern and Northern projects. He has had wide expe- 
rience in working with economically and educationally disadvantaged adults 


and children. His comprehensive study of the effects of school depriva- 
tion on Negro children in Prince kaward County, Virginia, is well-known. 
. 


He will work closely with Rev. Andrew Young, Executive Director of 


SCLC, in establishing the over-all structure for the total project. 


In addition to this staff, the staff of SCLC's present Southem 
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| Bt ‘program will be available as consultants and supervisory personnel.

The most active program at present, and for the 
past year or so in Chicago, insofar as SCIC is concerned, 


has been its Operation Breadbasket. This is a project

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which is directed to bringing pressure against employers 

and industry doing substantial business in Negro areas, 

but considered to have inadequate number of Negro employees or to 
be dealiag to an insufficient degree with Negro buyers 

or suppliers. A threat of picketing and/or boycotts

additional employment opportunities as well as additional 

Similar utilization of Negro owned businesses, suppliers, 

banking institutions and the like. 


The local Operation Breadbasket Program is 
headed by Reverend JESSE JACKSON, a student at Chicago's 
Divikity School and local targets have included such 
business firms as grocery chains, dairy chains, beverage 
companies and the like. To this end a national conference 

was held.in Chicago in July, 1967, to attempt to organize 
and set up Operation Breadbasket on a nationwide basis, 
other than just several selected cities, as at present. 


During the summer of 1967, SCLC locally also 
sponsored a so-called Education and Jobs Program, with 
principei emphasis on the hard core jobless in the 
Lawndale area on the Chicago West Side. It was hoped 
that some 500 persons could be trained for subsequent 
employment -through the utilization of funds made 
available through the Health, Education and Welfare 

Department of the United States Government. Those 
persons trained during the course of this program were 


taught such as reading, speaking, consumer education 


SCLC staff members locally also continued to 
function through the operation of the slum tenement 
unions set up initially by SCLC when it arrived in 
Chicago in the fall of 1965. Principally these unions 
are the LUES and the EGPCO. These organizations are 
also used as general vehicksof protest concerning related 
issues, such as ~iAack of proper recreational and education- 
al facilities, leck of city services and the like. In 
this connection, in late August, 1967 Dr. MARTIN LUTHER 
KING announced in Chicago a pilot program in the Lawndale 
area where, in conjunction with the Kate Maremont 
Foundation, a non-profit charitable organization, slum 
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tenement buildings would be purchased and rehabilateted, 
then resold to Negro area residents, again utilizing 
funds made available through the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department. This particular program has been 
slow getting started and as yet its-success or failure 
cannot be determined. 


IV. INTEREST OF THE CP - USA 
ILLINOIS DISTRICT, IN 
INFILTRATION AND INFLUENCE 
OF SCLC, CHICAGO 


Confidential sources of the Chicago Office, 
knowledgeable concerning local CP activities and generally 
concerning CP interest in the civil rights and racial 
field, have advised during November and early December, 


1967 that the Illinois CP has no specific program or 
policy directed at the penetration or infiltration of 

the SCLC in Chicago. The Party exerts no control over 

the local SCIC and certain of these sources feel that 

the Party locally no longer considers the 3CLC:a sigiificant 
factor in the Chicago civil rights field, ‘particularjy 
since the SCLC has removed most of its staff from the 
Chicago area in the past six to nine months.

SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL FUND, INC, (SCEF) 


The Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) 

was cited as a Communist front by the House Comnittee on. 
Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 12, 1947. 

In the same house report, "The Southern Patriot” was cited 
as an “organ” of the SCHW. 


An amendment to the charter of the SCHW dated 
April 26, 1946, changed its name to the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Incorporated (SCEF) and stated its purpose 
to be to improve the educational and cultural standards 
of the Southern people in accordance with the highest 
American democratic institutions, traditions and ideals. 


The masthead of the April, 1967, issue of 
"The Southern Patriot” indicates that it is the publication 
of SCEF, editorial and business offices of which are 
located at 3210 West Broadway, Louisville, Xentucky, 
Eastern office of which is located at Suite 412, 799 
Broadway, New York City, New York. “The Southern Patriot” 
is published once each month, except July. SCEF is stated 
to be dedicated to ending discrimination based on race, 
creed, color, sex, national origin or economic condition. 


Cari Braden is identified as Executive Director 
of SCEF and fnne Braden as editor of "The Southern Patriot.” 


Mrs. Alberta Ahearn, 2311 Payne Street, Louisville, 
Kentucky, a self-admitted former member of the Communist 
Party (CP), Louisville, Kentucky, testified on December i1, 
and 13, 1954, in Jefferson County, Kentucky Criminal Court 
in a State sedition prosecution against Carl James Braden. | 
She identified Carl Braden and his wife, Anne NecCarty Braden, 
as having been known to her as members of the CP from 
January, 1951 to December, 1954.

A source advised that on October 26-27, 1963, 
conference of senbers of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), 
including national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for 
the purpose of setting in sotion forces for the establishment of 
a new national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would 
hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 
were told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 


A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, at 
150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which tine 
the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. 


The second source advised in September, 1966, that MIKE 
ZAGARELL, CPUSA Youth Director, stated that in Negro communities 
the Party still supported the plan to build "left" socialist 
centers and to solidify the Party base through the DCA. This 
source also advised in September, 1966, that DANIEL RUBIN, CPUSA 
National Organizational Secretary, stated the Party believes the 
DCA should have a working-class outlook and be a mass organization 
favorable to socialism, socialist countries and Marxisa, and in 
April, 1967, advised that GUS HALL, CPUSA General Secretary, 
indicated the DCA primary emphasis should be on developing aass 
resistance to the draft.
